The death of James Barton, of
Milford, January 14, 1802 at the agp
of 00 years. He was born in New
Jursay in 1762, held a Heutenant'a
commission nt the age of 16 under
the British government nt the out-
break of the Rovolution, but did not
renounoe his allegiance. He resided
in Milford fifty years, and thé peo-
ple wore grestly indebted to him for
the principal improvements in this
eounty and particularly those in
Milford. His talents were of the
highest order, and but for his alien-
ation from otur country he would
undoubtedly have fllled high places
of trust nnd confidenos  He was al-
ways foremost in every public enter-
prise, He wns warmly attached to
our fnstisutions, but remained loyal
to the Queen.

(Xt was principally through his in-
strumentality that the firet water
works wore laid in this town;
pleces of the old logs which com-
prisod the mains are oconsionally
unearthed and we have one of the
iron rings which formed a eonnoe-
tion betwoen the logs.—Ep. Puess,
